Claims 2,4,5,7,9-11,13 and 14 are pending and stand rejected. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/22/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to the argument that the inlet 1 and 4 of '074 ref is not an injecting 
means for gas: first of all, the claim does not recite that the injection means is for "gas"; 
claims recites for fluid and gas, therefore, the argument is not persuasive. Secondly, 
the claimed injection means for fluid and gas is provided by the secondary ref Zha, as 
discussed in the rejection. Zha ref has air and water injection means as shown in Fig 5 
(flow diagram), and in Fig 6 (see col 7 lines 13-22), Zha teaches uses the central 
perforated pipe to radially disthbute air bubbles. 

In response to the argument that the office action considered "the floating 
bubbles spreading the fibers ... and removing the deposits" as process and the product- 
by-process limitation for patentability is inapplicable: Examiner agrees that the 
applicant is correct in this argument, and therefore withdraws that reason for the 
rejection. However, this would not make the claim 14 allowable because the references 
'074 in view of Zha provide the structural elements claimed; the spreading of the fibers 
like a broom and the scouring action of the bubbles are functional elements (as 
discussed in the 'response to arguments' part of the final rejection), and the structural 
elements taught by the references inherently perform the function of spreading the 
fibers like a broom and removing the deposits from the fibers. Under the principles of 
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inherency, if a prior art device, in its normal and usual operation, would necessarily 
perform the method claimed, then the method claimed will be considered to be 
anticipated by the prior art device. When the prior art device is the same as a device 
described in the specification for carrying out the claimed method, it can be assumed 
the device will inherently perform the claimed process. In re King, 801 F.2d 1324, 231 
USPQ 136 (Fed. Cir. 1986). While features of an apparatus may be recited either 
structurally or functionally, claims directed to an apparatus must be distinguished from 
the prior art in terms of structure rather than function. In re Schreiber, 128 F.3d 1473, 
1477-78, 44 USPQ2d 1429, 1431-32 (Fed. Cir. 1997) (The absence of a disclosure in a 
prior art reference relating to function did not defeat the Board's finding of anticipation of 
claimed apparatus because the limitations at issue were found to be inherent in the prior 
art reference); see also In re Swinehart, 439 F.2d 210, 212-13, 169 USPQ 226, 228-29 
(CCPA 1971); In re Danly, 263 F.2d 844, 847, 120 USPQ 528, 531 (CCPA 1959). 
"[A]pparatus claims cover what a device is, not what a device does." Hewlett-Packard 
Co. V. Bausch & Lomb Inc., 909 F.2d 1464, 1469, 15 USPQ2d 1525, 1528 (Fed. Cir. 
1990)
